Taking all things Into consideratiön, 
the corn crop is the most important staple 
crop af this or any ather country. It is 
the bread, md produces the meat for 
ulne-tenths of our entire population, be- 
sides a large amount exported to nid in 
keeping down the balance of trade be 
tween the United States and Europe. Im- 
mense quantities are by distillation con- 
verted into the popular drink of America. 
Among the four millions of people en- 
gaged in agriculture, but few are found 
in any part of our expansive domain who 
do not to a greater or less extent cultivate 
this valuable and indispensable plant 
food. There are not lese than I, 200 000, 
000 of bushels of corn grown per annum 
in this country. 

Indian Corn, or Maize, is purely a 
plant, or grass. indigenous to the Woes- 
tern Hemisphere. It is suited to all the 
climates of A meriva, growing under the 
burning suns of the South and in the cold 
regions of the North, and in the highest 
luxuriance from the Atlantic slope of the 
Middle States to the Pacific Ocean, Its 
uses are innumerable. The green or 
cured stalks and blades are the best of 
food for all kinds of stock : thegrain in an 
waripe condition is a delicious vegetable, 
. and when ripe may be cooked in a hun- 
dred ways to make palntable nutricious 
and healthful for food man and bcast. 

Now, nothwithstanding all these facts, 
our corn growers, almost without excep- 
tion, have done nothing to increase the 
productiveness of this plant, but year af- 
ter year, plant the same slovenly way 
that was pursued by our forefathers a 
hundıed years ago, relying on the natural 
effects of the soil and the sturdy energies 
of the corn ofitself to grow and bear 
grain. 

We think itmotan under-estimate to 
place the present average product in the 
middle and Northern Btates at not over 
four barrels or twenty bushels per acre, 
except oa the new and fertile lands of 
some Western States, in the blue-grass 
region of Kentucky anda few favored 
sections of limited extent inthe Middle 
States. Yet by proper culture 200 bushels 

as has been accomplished, micht be 
grown ; certainly, with but a little more 
labor and a small outlay in money, the 
average crop of the country could be 
doubled or trebled, at the same time the 
land on which it grew would have in- 

creased in fertility to insure a better small 
grain crop and a good stand uf grass.— 
Md Farmer for April.

NATIONAL BUTTER AND Eid ASOCIA- 
TION.—The butter crop of the United 
States is now greater in value than either 
the wheat or provision crop; and by mak- 
ing these facts public,it is sought to have 
the trade assume a position in relation to 
the other trades that has not heretofore 
beva accorded to it. The President of 
the Association has offered prizes, 
amounting to $1,000, for essays on the 
subject of butter-making, which offer has 
met with a prompt response from all 
parta of the Union and Canada. The 
awards have been made an paid, and non 
the large number of essays thus secured 
are to be used in the preparpaticn of the 
first and only valuable work ever publia- 
hed on this subject, Similar offers nre to 
be made from time to time by the asso. ia. 
tion, and the information thus obtained 
will be given gratuitously to the world,

to know what an outgoing tenant should 
receive for the permanent improvement 
he bad made in the soil, it was decided by 
a farmer club in Scotland that the ben- 
eficial effect of horse, and cow and town 
mänure, guano, bones, aud caprolites 
lasted four years and the rate of exhaust- 
ing was four tenths less each succeeding 
year.

same class of customers will buy from 
your commission merchant each day, 
and strange as it may scem, a person 
here who sends fifty-crates of berries 
to New York a season is almost ns 
well known by namo tbere as here, 
and wo are often amazed when tho 
small retailers inquire for Smith, Gra- 
ham, Woodcock, Jackson, Ruark, 
Porter, Parsons, Disharoon, Cathell, 
Ko., as familiarly as if they had 
known them all their lives. Another 
reason why you should not send any 
but good fruit to New York, is tho 
high cost of freight to that market. 
Send fower berries and better ones 
and you will realizo as much money 
and have less freight to pay. Anoth- 
er reason is that money is extremoly 
scarce in Now York this year, and it 
will take good berries to pay to send 
to that market, while it will not be 
the case at Philadelphia, where every 
body is employed preparing for the 
Centennial. The common people in 
the latter city can woll afford to buy 
berries, because they are all employed, 
but not so in New York. Only the 
rich can pay good prices, therefore 
you must send good berries to that 
place or thoy wíll not pay you. Pick 
your berries nice and place them in 
the baskets in good order, but don't 
face them up too much and they will 
soll and pay you for your trouble.—

Poultry Yard. - 
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RATSING CHICKENS. 


We copy the following from an un- 
known source. The suggestions seem to 
be good ones, when applied with judg- 
ment: 

The raising of a brood of chickons 
seoms at first glance to be an easy mater, 
‘and so it is if you know how. From this 
time until harvest, or later, on every 
farm, largo or small, in-all south-eastern 
Ponnsylvania, will bo seen chicken coops 
acattercd about, in orchards, lanes, road- 
sides aud yards; and flocks, larger or 
smaller, astho case may be, of young 
chicks, running and foraging in all diree- 
tions. 

Many farmers colonize. their locka in 
lanes and in the edges of fields, and by 
the sido of a woods at some distance from 
the buildings. They do this for two 
reasons : first, to escape the gapes iu the 
young broods, and, secondly, to prevent 
overcrowding. 

On premises infested with the gape 
worm, (Selerostoma Syngamus) this proves 
tho most difficult trouble to overcome in 
the business. More chicks dic from this 
discase than from all othors combined.— 
The disease consists of parasitic worms 
lodged in the trachea or windpipe. 

Some persons cure the gapes by mix- 
ing a little kerosene in the feed. In this 
case it is the odor that effects the curo. 
The kerosene cannot come in” contact 
with the worms except in a volatilized 
condition in the nct of respiration. Somo 
use as A remedy a morsel of camphor, the 
aizo of a small wheat grain, given daily 
in pill, and put a small quantity of cam- 
phor into the drinking water. Some put 
shavings in a box and saturate them with 
spirits of turpentine, and then confine the 
chicks in the box for a short time. In 
this case the remedy acts on the worms 
by the respiratory act, and is said to an- 
swer well. We have never tried it, but 
judging from the known therapeutic ef- 
fect of the article we do not doubt its ef- 
ficacy. It might possibly irjuro the 
chick to long exposed to tho fumes, 
whereas carbolic acid is perfectly harm- 
less. Many people cure the chick by re- 
moving the worms by means of a horsc- 
hair or some similar instrument.—This 
method is eſſoctual in the hands of an 
expert, but not very successful in other 
bands. 

To prevent gapes. then, havo c'enn 
dry, warm coops. Do not let the cl.iekan 
out in the mor::ing before the dew is off. 
— Guard the brood carefully against cold 
rainy weather. Mix a few drops of kero- 
sene in their morning's feed. Use carbol- 
ic acid ns above recommended. A cheap 
acid in solution is as good as the pure 
crystallized article. Set the coops on the 
ground not befuro used by broods, if it 
can be done. Chicks should bo liberally 
fed until the foraging season for insects 
scte in. They should be fed very carly 
in the morning, as they arc always hun- 
gry and restless until fed. Keep their 
coops clean. Givo puro, clear water 
three times a day, in clean vessels shaved 
from the sun. 

—— 

Quince CuntrurE.—Almost every 
guod housekceper who has n garden 
wishes there were quintes in it. No fruit 
seems more desirable in the kitchen, but 
it is scldom that it is seen there. They 
are planted in the garden time and agaiu 
but seldom seem to do any good. They 
just live, growing but little, and that lit- 
tle seldom of the vigorous healthful kind. 
The whole plant is knotty and scrubby, 
and though they may flower freely, the 
young fruit draps prematurcly, and a 
bush of a dozen years old will often not 
give a dozen sound fruit. 

“Now, some say that the troublo is in 
tho soil, that it is very peculiar and par- 
ticular in this respect but we think this 
is an orror. Cretainly we have now and 
chen seen quince trees doing well in all 
sorts of soil and many sorts of situation. 
It is more than probable that much of tho 
failure comes from injuries by the Lorer, 
which saps the strength of the whole 
tree. The borer entem tle stem al or 
near tho ground, and boring into it cuts 
off a large portion of its supplics. Some 
trees like the apple and plum, when at- 
tacked by the borer soon dic; but the 
quince roots out so readily from every 
, of its bark, that, unless very badly 
— it will manage to liye on in a 

"lingöriag sort of a way fora good many 
years without any but a practiced cyo 
suspecting what the real mat.er iv. 

But somotimos tho quince gots what 
gardeners call hído-bound. Tho bark has 
a bard, scrubby look, and the growth, is 
puny and not at all what we expect to 
eve on a healthy treo. Whether this 
hidebound condition is the resul: of some 
disenso, or ls a disease in itself, is not 
clear; but it lu removed tolerably well by 
Scraping and washing tho stem with soapy 
water occasionally, und a trimming out 
of the weaker sboota, This conrso seen 
to lead to a vigorous growth, afer which 
the bark seems to expand us naturally ys 
any one can desire, 

Tt is frequently recommended in the 
nowspapers that salt should bo given asa 
manure to the quince, and perhaps in 
some cases it may do good. The quince 
does not send its roots far away but bas 
an immense number iv a small compas, 
and it will therefore require good feed- 
ing to A greater exteat thau those trees 
whioh can send their routs longer dis- 
tances In search of food, Sait isa great 
promoter of moisture, and as these num- 
erous roola will make the earth about 
thom very dry it may be beneficial in this 
respect. But any good manure will-bene- 
Gt the quince, and it sauld have plenty 
oft
